"And  thou  shalt  go  to  thy  fathers  in  peace,  thou  shah  be 
buried  in  a  good  old  age.”  Genesis  xv:  15. 

In  these  few  words  is  coi.taincd  an  immensity  of 
information  with  respect  to  the  condition  of  man¬ 
kind  after  they  have  left  the  present  wot  Id,  and  are 
gone  to  inhabit  the  world  of  spirits. 

This  declaration  was  made  to  Abraham.  This 
patriarch  was  the  iwenlieili  in  descent  from  Adam. 
The  genealogical  line  runs  as  follows: — Adam, 
Seth,  Enos,  Cainan,  Mahalaleel,  Jared,  Enoch, 
Methuselah,  Lamceli,  Noah,  Shem,  Aphax.ad,  Sc- 
lali,  Eber,  Pclcg,  Rcu,  Serug,  Nahor,  Terah, 
Abraham. 

Abraham  was  born  about  the  year  of  the  world 
S008.  His  birth  jilaee  was  Ur  of  the  Chaldees. 
From  this  place,  he  and  Sarah  his  wife,  together 
with  Terah  his  father,  and  Lot  his  ne|)hew,  went, 
in  obedience  to  the  divine  command,  a??..!  dwelt  for  a 
time  at  Haran.wliorcliis  fatlier  Terah,  ilied,  and  as 
wesupposc,  wasburifd.  Aftcrthe  death  of  Terah, 
Abraliam,  still  in  obedience  tolhc  divine  command, 
let  out  from  Haran  to  go  into  a  land  to  which  God 
•hould  direct  him.  When  he  set  out  from  Haran, 
he  was  seventy  five  years  old.  He  first  arrived  at 
Sichem.  Ho  then  went  on  to  a  place  between 
Bethel  and  Hal.  From  thence  because  of  a  fam¬ 
ine  in  the ‘land,  he  was  compelled  to  extend  his 
journey  into  Egypt.  Leaving  this  country,  lie  re- 
torned  to  Canaan,  where  lie  again  established  him- 
•elf,  at  his  former  residence,  between  Bethel  and 
Hai.  Then,  because  of  a  dispute  between  the  ser- 1| 
▼Mts  of  Abraham  and  Lot,  the  latter  of  these  pa¬ 
triarchs  removed  to  SimIoiii.  Abraham  still  con¬ 
tinuing  his  migrations,  is  directed  toMarnre  in  He¬ 
bron.  From  thence  he  marched  with  a  bmly  of 
more  than  three  hundred  of  his  trained  servants  to 
Sodom,  to  rescue  his  nephew  Lot  from  the  confed-  * 
urated  kings,  who  had  taken  liiin  prisoner.  From  I 
ihia  laccessfiil  expedition  he  returns  to  Mamre,  j 
where  he  resided  at  the  tunc  represented  in  the 
“fteroth  chapter  of  Genesis.  Here  it  was  com¬ 
municated  to  him,  from  on  high,  that  Isaac  should 
#«  bom  to  him,  and  that  his  seed  should  be  innu- 
m*rable  as  the  stars  of  heaven.  It  was  also  fore¬ 


told  that  his  descendants  should  be  strangers  in  a  ! 
strange  land,  and  should  be  in  bondage  tliere  for 
four  hundred  years,  and  that  then,  they  should  be 
delivered.  With  respect  to  himself,  Abraham  is 
told,  that  after  a  long  life  spent  in  continual  trials 
and  in  one  uninterrupted  pilgrimage  upon  earth, 
as  it  had  licretofore  been,  be  should  go  one  more 
journey — “  xVnd  thou, shall  go  to  thy  fatliers  in 
peace ;  thou  shall  be  buried  in  a  good  old  age.” — 
The  subsequent  liisiory  of  Abraham’s  liiii  verified 
this  prediction,  and  at  length  after  a  life  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy  five  years,  we  meet  with  this 
record  of  his  death.  “  When  Abraham  gave  up 
the  ghost  and  died  in  a  good  old  age,  an  oid  man 
and  full  of  years,  and  was  gathered  unto  his  people. 
And  his  sons,  Isaac  and  Ishmael  buried  liim  in  the 

cave  of  Maclipelah,  in  the  field  of  Ephfon . 

the  field  wlij^li  Abraham  purchased  of  the  sons  of 
Heth  :  there^’as  Abraham  buried,  and  Sarah  his 
wife.”  Genesis  xxv :  8-10.  It  is  proper  to  re¬ 
mark  that  none  of  Abraham's  ancestors  nor  any  of 
his  people,  so  far  as  we  know,  Sarah  excepted,  had 
been  buried  in  Canaan  ;  and  no  person  except  Sa- 
rali  had  bcGii  buried  in  ibe  burial  place  where 
Abraham’s  body  was  deposited. 

The  last  jouruey  which  it  is  said  in  the  predic¬ 
tion,  Abraham  should  go,  and  which  in  the  history 
it  is  declared  he  did  go,  is  not  any  journey  on  the 
surface  cf  the  earth,  but  his  departure  out  of  this 
life,  and  his  entrance  into  the  world  of  spirits,  and 
his  residence  there  with  his  fathers,  or  with  his  peo- 
fte,  in  a  state  of  peace.  That  this  is  the  only 
meaning  which  the  prediction  in  the  text,  thou  shall 
go  to  thy  fathers  in  peace,  and  the  record  in  the  his¬ 
tory,  “Ac  was  gathered  unto  his  peojdc,”  will  admit 
of,  can  not,  it  would  seem,  admit  of  a  doubt,  by 
any  one  who  will  take  the  language  of  Scripture 
in  its  {)lain  and  palpable  sense. 

It  is  very  worthy  cf  remark  that  the  tCxt  refers 
to  Abraham  as  composed  of  a  two-fold  nature;  as 
consislingof  a  sjiiritual  or  immortal,  and  a  corporeal 
and  mortal  nature.  It  is  of  the  first  or  spiritual 
nature,  it  is  said,  “thou  shalt  go  to  thy  fathers 
in  peace.”  Of  the  second  or  corporeal  nature 
it  is  said,  “thou  slialt  be  buried  in  a  good  old 
age.”  Tlie  personal  pronoun  thou,  is  here  evi¬ 
dently  apj)r.ed,scveially  to  each  jiartof  the  human 
nature  of  our  father  Abraham.  The  same  distinc¬ 
tion  of  a  spiritual  and  a  corjKireal  nature  may  be 
seen  in  the  account  of  the  deatli  of  many  persons 
mentioned  in  tlie  Old  Testament;  but  it  will 
suffice  at  present  to  sec  how  emphatically  the  dis¬ 
tinction  is  made  in  the  history  of  Abraham's  death 
already  quoted.  In  his  spiritual  nature  Abraham 
was  gathered  to  his  people  or  to  his  nations  (plural) 
in  the  spiritual  world.  In  his  bodilv  nature,  Isaac 
and  Ishmael  buried  him  in  the  vault  of  Machpe- 
lah,  where  Sarah’s  body  had  been  before  deposited. 

There  is  a  very  obse.vablo  ditferenco  in  the 
terms  applied  to  these  two  parts  of  Abraham’s  na¬ 
ture.  To  the  spirit  of  the  patriarch  it  is  said,  thou 
shalt  go  ;  which  is  addressed  as  to  a  sentient  being, 
endued  with  the  faculty  of  passing  consciously 
from  one  place  to  another;  of  going  from  one  world 
or  state  of  being  to  another,  without  the  agency  or 
help  of  others  ;  and  a  capacity  for  doing  this,  after 
the  spirit  is  separated  from  the  body  by  death.  To 
the  corporeal  nature  of  the  patriarch  it  is  saia  <Aou 
shalt  be  buried,  which  is  addressed  figuratively  as 
to  an  insentient  being,  bereft  of  life,  without  Ca¬ 
pacity  of  sutrering,  and  acted  upon  only  by  sentient 
beings.  This  distinction  in  the  manner  of  speaking 
of  the  spirit  and  the  body  of  man,  is  observed  very 
generally  in  the  Scriptures.  In  our  own  manner  of 
speaking  we  use  tlie  improper  expression  “thou  shalt 
go  to  thy  grave,”  instead  of  tfwu  shalt  be  buried,  or 


j  thou  shalt  be  carried  to  thy  grave  by  others.'  It  is 
I  of  more  importance  to  remark,  wAi/Aer  the  patri- 
I  arch  should  go  when  he  should  leave  his  earthly 
I  residence.  “Thou  shalt  go  to  thy  fathers'*— 
was  gathered  to  his  nations''  The  first  inquiry 
that  presents  itself  on  reading'  this  prediction,  is, 
whetlicr,  the  fathers  of  Abraham  are  yeCjilive,  so 
(hat  the  patriarch  could  in  his  bodily  nature  go  to 
them,  as  he  had  gone  from  Chaldea  to  Canaan, 
and  from  Canaan  to  Egypt,  and  from  Egypt  to  Ca¬ 
naan.  But  the  divine  wisdom  has  witli  a  seeming 
design  anticipated  and  excluded  such  an  inquiry, 
by  informing  us  that  all  the  ancestors  of  Ahrahtim 
died  before  this  prophecy  was  made  to  Abraham. 
So  that  if  Abraham  go  to  his  fathers,  it  must  be  not 
in  his  bodily  nature,  but  it  must  be  a  visit  from 
I  bim  in  his  spiritual  nature,  to  them  in  their  spirit- 
I  ual  nature.  And  the  supfiosition  that  this  text  in 
I  both  clauses  of  it,  or  in  either  clause,  is  to  be  un- 
]  dersiood  as  implying  the  bodyo(  the  patriardi  shall 
I  be  united  to  the  bodies  of  his  ancestors  in  eoms 
j  common  place  of  burial,  is  likewise  excluded,  by 
the  carefully  recorded  facts,  that  none  of  the  an¬ 
cestors  of  Abraham  died  in  tlie  country  where 
Abraham  died,  and  that  the  body  of  no  deceased 
jicrson  had  been  desposited  in  the  burial  ground  of 
Abraham,  except  that  of  Sarah  his  wife.  There 
is  no  possibility,  therefore,  of  understanding  the 
prophecy^in  Genesis  xv:  or  the  history  in  Genesis 
xxv :  in  any  other,  than  in  U)c  plain,  literal,  and 
consistent  sense,  that  Abraham’s  sptnt,  went  at  his 
death,  into  the  world  of  spirits,  where  the  spirits  of 
his  fathers,  or  the  past  nations  or  generations  of 
men,  had  gone  before  him ;  and  that  his  body  was 
borne  by  the  hands  of  his  sons  to  the  family  burial 
ground,  there  to  return  to  its  primeval  duet. 

It  may  perhaps  be  inquired,  how  mdny  of  tlu 
fathers  of  Abraham,  are  intended,  when  it  is  said, 

“  thou  shalt  go  to  thy  fathers.”  The  smallest  num¬ 
ber  to  which  this  can  refer  is,  evidently,  two;  and 
those  two  must  be  Terah,  the  father, .and  Nahor, 
the  grand  father  of  Abraham.  The  term  fathers 
in  our  text,  must  have,  and  probably  does  have  a 
much  more  extensive  meaning ;  but  in  its  nar¬ 
rowed  acceptation,  it  must  include  these  two.— 
Abraham’s  spirit  when  it  left  the  iioily  of  the  pa¬ 
triarch  joined  the  spirits  of  these  two,  Terah  and 
Nahor,  in  the  world  of  spirits.  ^ 

It  becomes  now  a  matter  of  interest  to  ascertai«** 
the  character  of  Nahor  and  Terah.  The  Scriptures 
give  us  little  information  on  the  subject.  We  are 
informed  in  the  book  of  Joshua,  chap,  xxiv  ;  2,  tlmi 
the  fathers  of  the  Jewish  people,  among  whom  N#- 
I  hor  and  Terah  are  necessarily  included,- vi'ere  ig¬ 
norant  of  the  true  God,  and  were  worshippers  of 
idols.  “  Joshua  said  unto  all  the  peoiile,  TMu 
saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  your  fathers  dwelt  ou. 
the  other  side  of  the  flood  in  old  tim*,  even  Terah, 
the  father  of  Abraham  and  the  father  of  Nahor,  and 
they  served  other  Gods." 

At  what  time  idolatry  first  commenced  among 
the  ancestors  of  Abraham,  we  know  not.  It  has 
been  generally  supposed  that  Serug,  the  great 
grand  father  of  Abraliam,  was  the  first  of  bis  family, 
who  forsook  the  worship  of  the  true  God.  How¬ 
ever  that  may  be,  Terah  the  father  of  Abraham, 
and  probably  Nahor,  his  grand  father,  weie  idola¬ 
ters,  and  were  ignorant  of  the  true  God.  Now  if 
we  adopt  the  general  sentiment,  that  they  who  are 
ignorant  of  the  true  God,  and  who  worship  idols, 
are  rejected  of  him  in  the  future  arid,  we  must 
conclude  that  Nahor  and  Terah  were  not  admitted 
Jo  a  state,  of  happiness  after  death  ;  but  were  sent 
to  inhabit  a  world  of  wo.  But  yet  we  are  told,  as 
plainly  as  we  can  be  told,  that  Abraham  at  ins 
death  went  in  spirit  to  his  ftatbers  iu  the  spiritually 
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world.  Now  we  must  conclude  either  one  of  these 
three  things.  Abraham  went  at  death  to  a  world 
of  wo,  and  joined  his  fathers  there  ;  or  he  went  to  a  | 
world  which  to  him  was  a  world  of  bliss,  while  to 
his  ancestors  it  was  a  world  of  wo  ;  or  he  went  to 
a  world  of  bliss  both  to  himself  and  them.  Of  these 
three  sujtposUions,  the  first  two  are  so  absurd  as  to  j 
need  no  refutation.  The  last  is  the  only  conclu- jl 
sion,  consistent  with  Scripture  and  reason.  L 

The  same  conclusion,  so  far  as  relates  to  Terah, '! 
may  be  deduccil  from  (Jenesis  xxxi :  53,  where  ' 
Laban  is  introduced  invokinirthcGod  of  Abraham,  !' 
and  the  God  of  Nahor,  the  God  of  the/r  father  Te- 
rah,  to  judge  between  him  and  Jacob.  Now  if  it 
is  proved  by  the  argument  and  authority  of  onrij 
Saviour  Christ,  that  Abraham,  Isaac  ami  Jacob  j 
are  consciously  existing  in  another  world,  aiid  in  i 
happiness  there,  from  the  fact,  that  God  is  called  ^ 
the  God  of  those  patriarchs;  by  parity  of  reason,  ([ 
Terah,  is  consciously  existing  in  another  world  and  , 
is  happy  there,  because  God  is  called  the  (rod  of; 
Terah,  in  the  same  manner  that  he  is  called  the  ' 
God  of  Abraliam  and  of  Nahor.  The  conclusion  j 
from  all  this,  is,  that  the  condition  of  men  in  the' 
future  world  is  not  ali’ected  by  their  present  knowl-  |! 
edge,  or  their  present  ignorance  of  the  true  God. ' 
In  innnmertible  instances  such  knowledge  or  igno- 1; 
ranee  is  involuntary.  Many  millions  are  born,  | 
and  live,  and’die,  where  it  is  utterly  impossible  that 
they  should  hear  of,  or  know  the  true  God.  It  j 
would  be  charging  G(k1  foolishly  and  wickedly  to 
suppose  that  he  has  determined,  tliat  they,  who  are  ji 
necessarily  placed  in  a  state  of  invincible  igno- 1' 
ranee  of  truth,  must  suffer  for  such  ignorance  in! 
another  world.  j’ 

But  the  strongest  evidence  that  can  be  required  ji 
that  the  fathers  of  Abraham  are  in  happiness  in  the  ' 
world  of  spirits,  is  the  prophetical  declaration  made 
in  this  text;  that  Abraliatn  at  his  departure  out  ofi] 
this  life  sluill  go  to  his  fathers  in  peace.  The  gen- ' 
eral  sentiment,  deduced  by  many  from  the  words 
“  in  peace,’*  is,  that  Abraham  shall  spend  the  re- 1 
mainder  of  his  life  in  peace;  or  that  he  shall  at  the  !' 
last  die  in  peace ;  or  that  he  alone,  without  any 
reference  to  Uie  condi'ion  of  others  in  the  future  i' 
world,  shall  go  thither  and  be  at  peace.  Now  the  ■ 
first  of  these  opinions  is  not  authorized  by  the  cir-  ii 
cumstances  of  Abrahatn’s  life ;  for  it  would  be  [ 
difficult  to  find  a  life,  more  filled  with  trials  and 
hardships  than  that  of  the  patriarch.  The  sertmd 
supposition,  that  the  patriarch  should  at  the  last  die  ^ 
in  peace,  is  not  probably  intended  in  the  j)rophecy  ;  j’ 
for  to  die  in  peace  after  a  life  of  troubles,  would  be  |i 
but  a  momentary  happiness.  The  fliird  supposi-r 
tion,  that  Abraham  himself  shall  be  happy  in  the  ! 
future  world,  without  a  reference  to  the  condition  !j 
of  his  fathers,  is  jtrobably  not  all  that  is  meant  in  |l 
this  prediction.  If  either  or  all  these  meanings  of  li 
the  prediction  were  intended,  the  terms  of  the  pre- 1' 
diction  would  be  varied  so  as  to  express  what  was  |! 
intended.  The  prediction  would  in  that  case  have  i' 
been,  “thou  shalt  go  in  peace  to  thy  fathers.”  Butl' 
the  arrangement  of  the  words  in  flic  prediction,  in  !, 
the  Hebrew  Original,  in  the  Greek  Scjituaginf,  in  !' 
the  Latin  Vulgate,  and  in  the  English  Version,;* 
clearly  indicates,  that  the  fathers  were  already  in  ' 
the  enjoytnent  of  peace  in  the  spiritual  world,  be-  | 
fore  Abraham  joined  them  in  that  world  of  peace.  , 
This  is  the  otdy  conclusion  which  can  be  drawn  { 
from  the  prediction  “  thou  slialt  go  to  tliy  fathers  in  ; 
peace.”  ' 

If  we  are  riglit  in  supposing  that  this  prophecy  | 
was  intended  to  assert  the  happiness  of  Abraham’s  | 
fatheis  iti  the  world  of  spirits,  it  will  be  of  itnpor-  j 
tance  to  ascertain  to  which  of  those  fathers  this  j 
happiness  belongs.  AVe  have  heretofore  argued  j 
that  the  smallest  number  to  which  the  plural  noun 
“fathers” could  apply,  were  two, and  th.at  these  two  j 
must  naturally  be  the  immediate  father  and  grand¬ 
father  of  Abraham.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  term  the  fathers  includes  not  only  Nahor 
and  Terah,  but  also  all  the  ancestors  of  the  patri¬ 
arch,  even  to  the  first  father  of  the  human  family. 
Even  this  is  too  narrow  an  application  of  the  words, 
the  fathers.  The  word  fathers  very  frequently  in¬ 
cludes  all  past  generations.  The  Psalmist  uses 
Uie  word  in  this  sense  in  the  39th  psalm,  “  I  am  a 


stranger  with  thee  and  a  sojourner  as  all  my  fath- 1 
ers  were.”  The  prophet  Zechariah  also  uses  the  j 
word  in  the  same  sense—”  Your  fathers, 's/hete  are 
they  ?”  Cruden,  in  his  Concordance  very  justly  j 
remarks,  “To  be  gatbered  unto  llicir  fathers.  To  j 
sleep  with  their  fathers.  To  go  to  their  fathers,  are 
common  exiircssions  to  signify  death.  In  these!; 
passages  the  fathers  signify  those  who  have  lived  !'| 
before  us,  and  whom  we  are  going  to  meet  again 
in  another  world.”  The  jtrediction  addressed  to '! 
Abraham,  '•'thou  shalt  go  to  thy  fathers  in  peace,”  j| 
m.ay  therefore,  and  probably  ought  to  be  under- Ij 
stcKid  thus — thou  shalt  go  to  the  general  assembly  Ij 
of  all  jiast  ages  who  have  lived  in  this  world,  and  ij 
who  are  now  gone  unto  the  world  of  spirits,  where 
they  arc  in  the  enjoyment  of  God’s  iireseuee.”  Less  ! 
than  tills  can  hardly  be  intended  in  the  record,  || 
Genesis  xxv  :  8,  where  we  are  toM  that  Abraham  i] 
at  liis  death  “  was  gathered  unto  his  peoples,"  a;* 
term,  whicli  stamling  without  any  qualifications  or  ;i 
rcstrictiorts,  must  comprehend  the  people  of  all  past  :| 
generations.  ji 

But  there  may  be  some  who  will  objec  t  to  this  j 
doctrine,  clearly' as  it  seems  to  be  revealed,  becaiisc  * 
it  supposes  that  the  guilty  authors  of  the  primeval  |! 
sin  are  in  n  st.ate  of  hai>piness ;  bectiuse  it  sup-! 
poses  Cain,  the  first  murderer,  is  in  a  state  ofij 
happiness;  because  it  supposes  that  all  the  wick- j 
ed  generation  who  were  swept  out  of  this  life  !* 
by  the  flood,  ate  in  a  stale  of  happiness,  in  an- !j 
other  life.  Well,  what  objection  can  the  be-  jj 
nevolent  heart  make  to  this  doctrine,  which  sup-  , 
poses  that  the  grace  of  God  hath  triumphed  over  , 
sin  and  death,  and  has  satictificd  all  these  sinners,  !| 
and  rende  red  them  meet  to  enjoy  the  peace  of  God  || 
in  the  world  ofhajcpy  sjiirits?  Bmiishmcnt  afierjj 
this  life  f()r  sins  committed  in  this  life,  w.as  never  j 
denounced  to  any  of  the  generations  who  lived  be-  'i 
fore  Abraham.  Nay',  the  i>unishmcnt  denounced  j 
upon  our  first  parents,  and  executed  upon  them  in  ' 
the  day  they  sinned,  was  death.  This  could  not  be 
temporal  death,  for  they'  ilid  not  diethatdeath  iintilj! 
several  hundred  years  after  their  sin;  but  it  w.as  atj 
thrusting  out  from  jtaradisc  and  .all  its  delights,  a  ii 
eursitig  of  the  ground  for  man’s  sake,  and  .a  neces-  ji 
sity  imposed  upon  man,  of  hibor  find  toil  during  the  [[ 
remainder  of  his  e.artiily  pilgrimage.  “  In  sorrow  ; 
shalt  thou  eat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life,"  which 
being  proiionneed  afer  the  first  ai;l  of  disoboilience,  j| 
proves  that  n.atur.al  death  w.as’Aiot  intended  .as  the  j 
penalty  of  sin;  that  labor  and  sorrow  is  that  pen- |j 
ally,  and  that  this  penalty  must  be  paid  by  the  ^ 
namral man.  all  the  days  of  his  tcmpor.al  life,  but  j 
no  longer.  The  same  conseiptcnccs  result  from  the  jj 
subscipient  declaration.  “  In  the  swe.at  of  thy  liiec  jj 
shalt  thou  eat  brc.ad  till,  thou  return  unto  the  ground."  J 
Here  we  find  the  limit  to  which,  death,  flic  ap-  j' 
pointcfl  wages  of  sin,  should  extend,  and  'beyond  j| 
which,  it  should  not  extend.  | 

So  in  the  caseofCain.  The  pcniilly  of  hiscrime.  || 
great  as  it  was,  was  not  n.itural  death.  Oti  thcjj 
contrary  he  w.as  piescrv'cd  in  life,  and  during  his  || 
life  he  must  siifli  r  as  the  natural  eonscipicnce  of 
his  guilt.  The  eeirth  moreover  is  made  the  insiru-  ,1 
meat  of  his  punishment,  and  the  only  cxtcrntil  in-  j{ 
strumenf.  He  was' to  be  a  fugitive  tinil  a  vaga- j 
liond  in  the  earth;  we  have  no  Scriptural  eviilence  j 
fiir  extending  his  punishment  into  another  world.  ;j 
.\nd  we  mttst  assign  to  God,  the  passions  of  veiige- 
fill  man,  before  wo  can  attiibiitc  toliim.a  design  toj 
{uinish  vindictively  in  another  life,  for  sins  com- jj 
mitted  in  this.  jj 

With  respect  to  the  gencrtition  which  w'.as  swept  j; 
from  the  face  of  the  earth  by  the  flood,  there  is  not 
one  word  said,  th.at  will  authorize  us  to  conclude  !' 
that  th.ay'  all,  or  that  any  portion  of  them,  were 'j 
sent  to  inhabit  ti  world  of  wo.  “The  Lord  said  1  j, 
will  destroy  matewhom  I  h.ave  crealed,yiw«  the  fare  j 
of  the  earth  ;  both  man  and  beast  and  the  creeping 
thing,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  :  for  it  repenteth  me  j.

more  literally  wiped  away,  from  the  face  of  the  n 
earth.  Besides,  if  this  and  parallel  texts,  author-  h 
i»c  the  conclusion  that  the  antediluvian  man  was  » 


consigned  to  a  world  of  wo,  it  forces  on  the  add' 
lional  consequence,  that  the  beasts,  and  creeni 
things,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air,  were  also  con8iin"f 
to  that  world  of  wo.  None  of  the  subsequent  if” 
liccs  of  the  flood  or  of  its  design,  to  be  found”' 
the  .Scriptures,  intiinatc  any  intention  of  God  to 
punish  the  antediluvians  in  a  future  state  of  beine 
nor  docs  any  jiassage’  authorize  the  belief  that  h ' 
did  so  punish  them.  Even  if  the  proiiheey  of  Enoch” 
as  rendered  by  Jude,  is  to  be  taken  as  referring  to 
that  judgment  which  was  then  comingon  the  world 
even  that  projihecy  does  not  denounce  the  punish¬ 
ment  of  a  future  world  upon  that  wicked  genera¬ 
tion.  This  w'ill  be  shown  more  clearly  by  a  literal 
translation  of  Jude’s  language,  “  And  Enoch  alsti 
the  seventh  from  Adam,  testified  to  these,  Tnoi  e/ 
these,  as  our  translation  has  it,  but]  testified  to 
these,  saying.  Behold,  thc.Lord  hathr.omc  [not, as 
our  translation  intimates,  the  liord  comeM  or  wifi 
come  hereafter;  but  the  Lord  hath  come']  with  ten 
thousand  of  his  holy  ones  to  execute  judgment  upon 
.'ill,  iind  to  convict  all  these  impious  ones  concern¬ 
ing  .-ill  the  works  of  their  impiety  which  they  bave 
committed;  and  eoneerning  till  their  hard  speeches 
which  impious  otl’endcrs  have  spoken  auaiusthim.” 
It  will  be  seen  til  once  from  this,  that  Unoch  testi¬ 
fies  not  a  future  but  a  present  punishment  of  that 
generation  (iir  their  otlences.  It  is  not  said  as  our 
translators  imply,  that  the  Lord  w  ill  come,  but  that 
he  hath  come  already,  with  his  judgments  upon 
that  guilty  race.  That  Enoch  n  tlrs  to  the  flo<jd 
then  coming  upon  the  world,  as  a  jiresent  jfidg- 
ment,  may  perhaps  be  infernd :  but  that  he  refers 
to  a  future  punishment  in  the  world  of  spirits,  can 
not  be  inferred,  by  any  rules  of  intcr])rclalion. 

Not  only  is  there  no  evidence  in  Scripture  that 
the  antediluvian  race  w'crc  swept  aw.ay  into  a  world 
of  w'o.  but  there  is,  on  the  contrary,  to  adopt  the 
hinguage  'of  Bp.  Horsley,  “an  anxiety,  if  the 
expression  may  be  allowed,  of  the  sacred  writers, 
to  convey  distinct  intimations  that  the  antediluvian 
race  is  not  uninterested  in  the  redemption”  which 
is  by  Ohrist.  In  as  plain  a  declaration  as  can  be 
put  down  in  woids,  it  isaflirmed  by  I’cter,  thatour 
.Saviom  Christ  w'as  put  to  death  in  or  as  to  flesh; 
but  was  (|uickencd  or  continued  in  life,  in  or  as  .to 
his  spirit;  by  which  spirit,  ho  went  and  proclaim- 
cfl  to  tl'.oso  spirits  who  were  in  the  place  of  safe 
keeping.  To  what  spirits  ?  To  those  particularly, 
“which  w'crc  formerly  disohcilient,  while  the  long 
-tdlljring  of  God  wailed  in  the  daysofNoah.”  1  Pet. 
iii :  18-“0. 

Peter  in  his  continuation  of  his  argument  has  set¬ 
tled  this  whole  <iueslion,  not  only  as  it  regards  the 
antediluvians,  but  also  all  others  who  have  gone 
into  the  world  of  spirits.  “He  that  hath  suffered 
in  the  flesh,  hath  ceased  from  sin,”  1  Pet.  iy :  1. 
Now' all  sinners  who  have  gone  into  the  world  of 
spirits  have  sulVcrcd  in  the  flesh  ;  they  have  there¬ 
fore  ceased  from  sin  ;'  and  are  conscipicntly  free 
from  anv  further  punishment  for  sin.  They  who 
w'ould  niaintain  the  contrary,  must  maintain  the 
absurdity,  that  God  will  continue  to  punish  those 
who  have  ceased  from  sin. 

The  truth  contained  in  the  first  clause  of  our  text 
must  be  so  evident  to  every  candid  reader,  that 
it  would  seem  unnecessary  to  strengthen  it  by  the 
authoritv  of  learned  lexicographers  or  roinmenta- 
tors.  That  it  may  not  how'cver  be  thought  w'e 
Inivc  no  authority  fir  the  correctness  of  the  views 
we  have  stated,  we  will  iptotc  from  Gesenius  in  his 
Hebrew  Lexicon:  who  citing  the  original  of  Gen. 
XV :  l.b,  tliusrcmarks,  "to  go  to  one's  fathers,  means 
the  s.ame  as  to  he  gathered  to  one's  fathers,  or  to  go 
away  into  Shcol."  And  citing  Genesis  xlix:  W, 
1  am  to  be  gathered  unto  my  people.  Judges  ii:  10, 
all  that  generation  were  gathered  unto  their  fathers, 
and  Numbers  xx  :  21,  and  Aaron  shall  be  g.athered 
unto  his  jicoplcs.  this  learned  Hebrew'  scholar  fur¬
